Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 5/7/08 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S 
Patent No. 7,359,341 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded.

2. Claims 2-5, 1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest a subcarrier selection unit in a first radio station 
selects, based on a reception state and an interference state of each subcarrier that 
have been returned from a second radio station, only a subcarrier with which a desired 
transmission rate can be achieved in the second radio station, as being claimed and 
pointed out in Remarks filed 2/27/08.
